ner for the team captains and workers 
field in the banquet room of the Ma- 
sonic Temple. Cards -and supplies were 
turned over to the team captains^^h 
instructions to start to work ^H^y 
Tuesday morning. The work will oe 
carried on in a manner similar to that 
used in the Liberty Loan and Thrift 
Stamp drives. 
At the dinner Monday evening, the. 
details of the plan were explained in 
more detail. Because of the obsence 
of Secretary Appleyard of the Chamber 
of Commerce, J. S. Herzog, president 
of the body, acted as chairman and by 
means of a round table discossion, the 
details of the plan adopted here were 
revealed more clearly.

It /was pointed out 
that in some cases, loans made to the 
^•industries will begin to be repaid be- 
fore all of the fund is paid in by sub- 
scribers. It thus becomes a perpetual 
fund which, it is planned, will always 
Jae working. 
Workers were instructed to make 
clear to prospective subscribers that 
the subscriptions \vere not cumulative. 
If the 20 per cent due in any one year 
is not called in. that is, if no industry 
is located in that year, the sum due 
can not be collected the following year.

Paved streets, electric street lights, 


municipal sprinkling carts, a modern 
fire department—these are all in old 
Bagdad now, says Cleveland Plain- 
dealer. Or, rather, they are in new 
Bagdad, for the slumberous city on tbe 
Tigris has assumed a new aspect since 
the British drove out the Turks six- 
teen months ago. 


Nothing now remains of the filth and 


squalor of the Turkish regime. The 
place is still oriental, but the oriental 
atmosphere is less odoriferous. Dead 
cats are not left to decompose in the 
middle of narrow streets. Great Brit- 
ain, has a wonderful way of leaving 
orientalism unspoiled while making 
it reasonably clean. The British sol- 
dier cannot abide filth. His sanitary 
squads penetrate the remotest mews 
and the most deeply hidden cesspools, 
and the mews and the cesspools cease 
to offend. The natives soon discover 
that cleanliness Is not a horror. 


The Arab is not naturally vile, but 


he has fallen Into the ways of his 
Turkish masters. Bagdad Is as Inter- 
esting as ever, and ever so much safer. 
After the war many British tourists 
will visit the ancient Abbaslde capital, 
where ruled the mighty caliphs, and 
will note with interest the British 
benefits bestowed on the city that Wil- 
helm nnd Gott once picked as the far 
goalpost of Mitteleuropa.

It seems probable that a new and 


mighty blow against the Teutonic arm- 
ies in France will be the allies' an- 
swer to the peace proposals voiced by 
Austria on behalf of the ventral powers. 


From the North Sea to the Swiss 


frontier there is a tension which may 
fo-ebode another development of Mar- 
shal Foch's masterly offensive. 
All 


along this battle line there have been 
local actions by which the allies h;ne 
tried out the German positions and 
gained points of vantage from which to 
launch their next assault. 


General Pershing's first American 


armj. standing before the fortress of 
.Metz has straightened its lines across 
the base ot the £*. Jlihiel salient. It is 
known that there _is a hea\y concen- 
tration of men in this region and it is 
expected that the Americans will not 
give the enemy much time to recuuerate 
before deh\enng- a new blow against 


j this bastion of the German positions on 
the western front. 


In the Vosges region there is great 


activity by the enemy, who evidently 
expects the American legions there to 
attack the German lines to the west 
of the Rhine. In this sector of the bat 
tie iront. the Americans are standing 
on German soil and an assault there 
would, if successful, carry the war 
nearer to the heait of Germany than 
elsewhere along the line. The country 
to be traveled by an attacking army, 
however, is very rough and lends itself 
admirably to defensive operations. 


Marshal Foch, however, may elect to 


strike to the west of Verdun where 
the German positions have been ser- 


j lously shaken by the American victory 
(at St Mihiel. An attack from Rheinis 
to Verdun was expected three weeks 
ago. ;ifter the British and French ad- 
vance in Picardy and Santerre had 
slowed down. It would ha\e far-reach 
ing effects, if it should succeed, and 
probably would compel a. German re- 
treat from the region north of Rheims 
as well as a relocation of the enemy's 
lines around Verdun, which is a sector 
that seems to be vital to the enemy's 
position in eastern France. 


In the Flanders c\rea the British have 


nearly reached the lines they held when 
the Germans launched their attack in 
April on each side of Armeiitieres. 
This, too, is a sector where an allied 
offensive may be expected. 


Allied successes along the front in 


iiacedonia may indicate that the period 
of quiescence in the near-east is at an 
end. Strategists have pointed out that 
a great offensive on this front would 
have immediate results in determining 
the position of Bulgaria and Turkey as 
allies to Germany. The gains made by 
the allies along the center of the Mace- 


j donia line would seem to indicate that 
' there was plenty of power behind the 
blow ar.d that it may be followed up by 
other attacks which appear perilous for 
tne enemy. 


Entente allied forces operating in Si- 


beria have been active north of Vlad- 
ivostok, and have won victories which 
may be reflected in a breaking- down 
of the Eolsheviki regime in eastern Si- 
beria. 
Czechs-Slovak 
forces, operat- 


ing to the west of Lake Baikal, have 
made gams recently and although out- 
numbered, are fighting with great vigor 
in eastern European Russia.
